SUBJECT: Items to Discuss with the President 

1. You may wish to pass on to the President 
the information received from Secretary Laird's Office 
on the B — 52 reconnaissance flight in Laos, B — 52 targets 
in the southern half of the DMZ, and Abrams' thoughts 
on the Delta. Memorandums ate at Tab A. . 

2. In his letter to you at Tab B, Bunker 
informs you that he plans to return to the U.S. on 
leave, arriving in Washington around September 4. 

He asks if the President would wish to see him here in 
San Clemente . I believe you promised Sullivan an answer 
on this. 


3. You may wish to discuss the State briefing 
on Rusk's statement about infiltration. It strikes me 
that the basic fault is that they made an assessment 

the public at a time when the President has said jhe 

is studying the facts in order to make an assessment^*" of 
his own. 


4. You may wish to inform the President of 
the apparent success of the first strike in the current 
series of B-52 strikes in Cambodia. Memorandums at Tab C. 

5. You may wish to inform the President that 
Harlow will speak with Laird. 

6. You may wish to mention your memorandum to 
him on Richardson’s proposal concerning organization 
for SALT. (Copy of memorandum at Tab D) . 

7. Ambassador Unger's letter {Tab E) asked 
for the President's view on a trip to the U.S. by the 
King some time next year.
